sia protested to the Vnlted States 
today against New York court 
directing the Soviet consul in 
New York city to produce In 
court » Russian school teacher. 


The State department prompt- 


ly telegraphed Governor Thomas 
E. Dewey asking that any fur- 
ther action against the consul 
be held up for the time being. 


Washington, Aug. 12 </P>— Under 


close guard, a Russian school teach- 
er was brought to Washington today 
to talk with Congressional spy in- 
vestigators while the Soviet consul 
in New York defied a court order 
to produce another teacher. 


Rep. Thomas (R.-N. J.)' announced 


that Michael Ivanovitch Samarin is 
here from the New York area and 
will be questioned by members of 
the House Un-American Activities 
committee this afternoon behind 
closed doors. Thomas heads the com- 
mittee. 


In New York city. Soviet consul 


general Yakov M. Lomakin ignored 
a State Supreme court writ directing 
that he produce Mrs. Oksana Stepa- 
novna Kosenkina in court at 9:30 
a. m. (EST). 


It was not immediately clear what 


the court would, or could, do about 
this defiance. 


Claims "Rescue" 


Mrs. Kosenkina has been secluded 


in the Soviet consulate since last 
week when Lomakin says he "res- 
cued" her from a. White Russian 
(anti-Communist) retreat at Valley 
Cottage, N. Y. 


Mrs. Kosenkina and Samarin are 


both former teachers in a school 
the Soviets operated for Russians 
who are in the United States because 
of connections with the United Na^ 
tions.

Samarin has been brought here cap- 
ped a, committee session with these 
other highlights:

New York, Aug. 12 (ZP)—The an­ 
nual shower of perseid meteors is 
expected to be visible, beginning to 
night, and for the next few nights. 
Robert R. Coles, of the Hayden 
planetarium, says that as many as 
50 "shooting stars” may be counted 
during a single hour, if cloud condi­ 
tions are favorable. 
Each summer, in the earth’s cycle 
around the sun, it passes through 
the orbit of the perseid meteors 
thousands of which are caught an­ 
nually in the earth’s gravitation 
and plunge earthward. 
They are extremely small and 
burn out high in the earth’s atmos­ 
phere.

HEAVY LOSS TO 
WHEAT BK RUST 


Harrisburg, Aug. 11 <£>)—Pennsyl- 


vania wheat farmers will suffer crop 
losses amounting to $8,367,000 this 
year through rust and Hessian fly 
damape, it was estimated today. 


The State Agriculture department 


said the expected yield was reduced 
by 3,856,000 bushels during July due 
to the onslaughts of the insects. 


The loss estimate, the department 


,said, was based on the average of 
$2.17 a bushel which farmers receiv- 


i ed for new wheat on July 15. 


A Federal-state crop survey show- 


ed en expectable wheat crop of 17,- 
834,000 bushels on August 1. This is 
4.462,000 bushels less than the 22,- 
296,000 harvested last year, but only 
624,000 under the 1937-46 average. 


The southeastern section of the 


state was hardest hit by rust and fly 
damage. Yields per acre were so low 
in that region that the July aver- 
age of 22.5 bushels was reduced to 
18 5 bushels for the state-as a whole 


Among other farm crops, corn 


estimates as of August 1 were for a 
crop of 65,320,000 bushels, a gam of 
2,130,000 over July 1. Oats also show- 
ed improvement with the estimate 
Advancing from 25,542,000 to 27,090,- 
000 bushels. Tobacco is indicated at 
57,770,000 pounds and potatoes at 
19,075,000 bushels, no change from 
Jtly 1-

The Moscow radio laid aside its 


customary attacks on the democra- 
cies yesterday and for a change 
urged closer collaboration between 
Russia and the United States to as- 
sure lasting peace. 


The commentator declared that 


•just as it was collaboration of the 
great -powers that made possible 
complete victory over the forces of 
fascism and militarism, so collabor- 
ation can assure a lasting peace at 
the present time." Since all broad- 


casts In Russia arc government con- 
trolled, we can be sure that this 
extraordinary statement had official 
approval. 


Such a striking about-face from 


the usual caustic criticism of the 
democracies makes us pause to In 
quire "why"? Are the Muscovites 
talking "for the record", are they 
on a "fishing expedition, or do they 
really mean business? However, 
before trying to answer that let's 
give a constructive response to the 
suggestion of collaboration. 


Only One Way 


There is just one way, as I see 


it, in which full collaboration can 
be secured with the United States. 
That is for Moscow to abandon its 
project of world revolution for the 
establishment of Communist gov- 
ernments by force. 


That would mean calling off all 


phases of the "cold war," including 
Bolshevist propaganda and the un-

It 
is conceivable that collaboration of 
some sort might be worked out on 
that basis. 


That gets us back to our question 


of why Moscow suggests collabora- 
tion now. Judging from current de- 
velopments the proposal was "for 
the record," and perhaps to en- 
courage concessions by the demo- 
cracies in the German crisis.

Good Dust Catcher 


"Then, when I paint, the dust, 


instead of settling on the canvas, 
which is very annoying, sticks to 
my mustache."

cheek, Dali went on:

Washington, Aug. 12 OP) — Two 


men are called as witnesses before 
tlw house un-American activities 
committee. 


One of the committee members 


asks the first witness a question. 
The man says "I refuse to answer." 


When the second man takes the 


stani, the committee member asks 
him a question. 


The Second witness says "I refuse 


to answer on the ground that it 
might incriminate or degrade me." 


Can both men get away with re- 


fusing to answer the committee's 
questions? No. One can, the other 
can't. 
The first witness who simply says 


"I refuse to answer" can be cited 
for contempt of Congress, tried in 
federal court, and, if found guilty, 
can be sentenced to jail. 


Cannot Be Cited 


But what of the second witness, 


the erne who said "I refuse to an- 
swer on the .ground that it might 
incriminate or degrade me?" Can't 
he be cited for contempt, too? 


No. Ifs different in this case. He 


can't be cited for contempt because 
by explaining why he refuses to 
answer—-"on the ground that it 
might incriminate or degrade me" 
—he is standing on his constitu- 
tional right not to testify against 
himself. 
The Fifth Amendment to the 


Constitution says "no person x x x 
shall be compelled in any criminal 
case to be a witness against him- 
self X X-X." 


Two men—Victor Perlo and Alex- 


ander Koral—refused to answer the

Sportsman Proves 


It Pays To Fish

Gale W. McGee of the University of 
Wyoming history department has a 
statistical answer to the old prob- 
lem of keeping wives of wandering 
fisherman happy.

keeping he convinces Mrs. McGee 
tha,t his absences in the wilds have 
a dollars and cents value.

AIRPLANE CAN 
DETACH BELLY 


WHILE FLYING 


Hagerstown, Md., Aug. 12 W—An 


airplane with a removable belly in 
which to carry troops and supplies 
—somewhat like a highway trailer- 
truck—is being developed at the 
Fairchild Aircraft Division here. 


Military strategists have been pre- 


dicting use of such double-fuselage 
craft for some time. They expect it 
to have far-reaching effects on air- 
borne combat and supply tactics. 


Beyond that, however, the de- 


tachable-fuselage plane offers "the 
logical approach" to the time when 
air freight carriers will appear as ".a 
serious competitor with surface 
freight carriers." 


This statement had been made 


by Major Gen. Hugh J. Knerr, U. S. 
Air Force secretary general, in the 
"Military Review." 


He proposed that "time and man- 


power wasted in forward areas 
should be eliminated through use 
of pre-packed a&d pre-equipped 
'pods' deposited by air carriers." 


An answer to this and similar re- 


quests of other military leaders is 
now shaping up in Hagerstown. „ 


Fairchild engineers said prelim- 


inary designs of the new craft call 
for a two-story plane. The basic 
idea behind it is similar to that of 
the trailer-truck in surface trans- 
portation. 


In the new C-120 Pack-Plane, as 


the ship is to be named, the "trac- 
tor" would be the actual plane 
engines, wings, tail surfaces anc 
pilots' compartment. This would fit 
on the back of the bigger fuselage 
and carry it along. 


The removable belly—pack, or pod 


in technical parlance—could be de- 
tached either while the plane is_in 
flight or on the ground, in the first in- 
stance, parachutes would be used.

Kept In Dark 


To mike atomic sugar, plants are 


first put\'in .to^al darkness for three 
days.

At the 
end of three'days all the leaf sugar 
is gone. Then the leaves are cut off 
and placed,- with their stems in wa- 
ter, inside a. sealed chamber about 
the size of a small trunk..Hundred- 
watt electric -bulbs substitute for 
sunlight, and the leaves resume their 
sugar-making. ~\ .

working bandits who herded 18 p er­ 
sons into a rear room of a branch 
of the Royal Bank of C anada Just 
afte r the 3 p rn. closing tim e, then 
looted th e bank's vault and cashier's 
cage w ithout being m olested. 
The robbery was executed by eight 
or IO m en led by one dressed in a 
policem an’s uniform A lthough they 
were arm ed with pistols and m a­ 
chine guns not a shot was fired, 
$365,000 From Vault 
As th e group entered the bank, 
the uniform ed leader politely told 
th e door guard in S panish: 
"T hese gentlem en are com ing In 
w ith m e—and so are you. K indly 
take a place right behind me. and 
don’t try to draw your gun or the 
gentlem an behind me will shoot you 
full of holes ” 
T hey th en ordered B ranch M an­ 
ager E steban Juncadella, 13 other 
em ployes, a bank guard and three 
custom ers Into the rear room. 
Juncadella 
said 
a 
prelim inary 
check Indicated the thieves took a 
total of $562,000 In U. S do’lara and 
C uban pesos. T he peso has th e sam e 
value as th e dollar He said $365,000 
was taken from the vault and the 
balance from the cashier’s window. 
All of it was in bills of $100, $500 
and $1,000 denom ination, both C u­ 
ban and A m erican. 
The 
robbers left 
behind 40.000 
one peso bills, apparently because 
of th e bulk and $115 000 in other 
sm all denom ination bills. Evidently 
they overlooked $15,000 in 500 peso 
bills. 
About a half hour after they e n ­ 
tered the bank 
the thieves sa u n ­ 
tered out. th eir loot w rapped up In 
typew riter 
and 
adding 
m achine 
covers. 
It was th e third bank robbery In 
H av an a’s history and the largest. 
to n Septem ber 17, 1930, the L in­ 
coln. Neb., N ational Bank and T ru st 
com pany was robbed of $2,268,700 in 
cash and negotiable securities. C. 
A. Sorenson, N ebraska attorney gen­ 
eral at th a t tim e, said he r.till be­ 
lieves th a t 
was th e biggest bank 
robbery in history.)

I t said a Federal- 
sta te crop rep o rt showed th e expect­ 
ed yield had fallen off 3,856,000 b u sh ­ 
els in a m onth due to black stem and 
leaf ru st an d dam age from H es­ 
sian fly.

Production a,nd 
M arketing 
ad m in istratio n of the U. S. D ep a rt­ 
m en t of A griculture previously esti­ 
m ated th e loss a t $16,000,000. 
M athew s, in a statem ent, said th e 
farm ers in 40 counties “m ust now 
bear th e full burden of th eir losses.” 
“P ennsylvania’s R epublican C on­ 
gressm en played a leading role in 
th e fight to slash the cro p -in su r­ 
ance program and th u s deprived 
m any of th e ir own constituents of 
opportunity to protect them selves,” 
he added.

said 
w heat-crop 
insurance 
originally was established in 1938 
and rem ained in effect until th e 80th 
C ongress “im posed restrictions w hich 
forced th e N. S. D ep artm en t of A gri­ 
culture to reduce th e program from 
1,400 to 200 counties throughout the 
country.” 
As a result, he said P ennsylvania

T he C anadian case, which was 
exhaustively investigated and proved 
to be true, broke In 1945 T en C a n a­ 
dians have been convicted and Jailed 
for taking p art in a Soviet spy ring 
against th eir governm ent. 
All were either C om m unists or 
C om m unist sym pathizers. And a l­ 
m ost all did im portant or secret work 
for the C anadian governm ent. One 
was a 
m em ber of 
the C anadian 
P arliam ent The rest were arm y of­ 
ficers. or engineers, or scientists, or 
clerks. One doctor was in the ring. 
In the Soviet spy ring in C anada 
not one of the convicted C anadians 
was lured into the net by the prom ­ 
ise of money. Some, under ques­ 
tioning. said they would have re ­ 
fused to help the spy ring if. in the 
beginning, they had been offered 
money to take part. 
But after they were deep in the 
spy 
net some 
of them 
accepted 
money from the R ussian spym asters 
N ot in huge 
sums, 
though 
The 
R ussians handed out chickenleed. 
And when they did h and it out. 
they som etim es asked the C anadian 
spies for receipts. Those receipts 
would 
have 
been 
useful 
to 
the 
R ussians later if they w anted to 
blackm ail 
the spies 
into 
keeping' 
on being spies. 
Willing to Betray 
So money was not the reason the 
C anadians betrayed th eir govern­ 
m ent. Com m enting on this, the Roy­ 
al C anadian Commission, which in ­ 
vestigated the spy ring, later re­ 
ported : 
' Perhaps the most startlin g single 
aspect of the entire fifth colum n 
network is the uncanny success w ith 
which the Soviet agents were able 
to find C anadians who were willing 
to betray their country and to sup­ 
ply the agents of a foreign power 
with secret inform ation to which 
they had access in the course of their 
work, despite oaths of allegiance, of 
office, and of secrecy which they 
had taken 
'M any 
of the C anadian public 
servants im plicated in this espionage 
network were persons w ith an u n ­ 
usually high degree of education ... 
persons of m arked ability and in ­ 
telligence" 
The Motive In Canada 
Wrhat was their m otive? Put to ­ 
gether roughly from the C anadian 
record, it was this: 
They thought C anadian dem oc­ 
racy was a failure because they felt 
it did not give enough good life to 
enough people; or it was a failure 
in protecting civil liberties in wiping 
out religious and other prejudices. 
They became C om m unists or Com ­ 
m unist sym pathizers because they 
thought Com m unism had the answ er 
to the world's ills. Believing th a t, 
they 
were 
willing to help Com ­ 
m unism , even to betraying their own 
country.

country, O ufnac has been on the 
sam e m arine postal route for more 
th a n 14 years and has missed only 
three deliveries because of h u rri­ 
canes and other bad w e a th e r Most I 
of his w ater-bound custom ers speak 
more F rench th an English. 
Because he speaks fluent French. 
O ufnac is often called upon by the 
old-tim ers of th e sw am p who can 
n either read nor w rite English, to 
w rite a letter and send a money 
order for some article they have 
•seen in a new spaper or catalogue. 
He reads the advertisem ent to them 
and advises them as to w hether 
they need it. 
His 30-foot m otor boat cuts quite ! 
a caper in th e bayous. Folks run 
down to th e landings w hen they 
hear th e horn blow Som e even row 
out to meet him along the route. 
W hen the boat pulls into a com ­ 
m unity 
landing 
a 
great 
gab-fest

T he folks living along th e m arine 
route earn th e ir living by fishing, 
crabbing, shrim ping, trapping, and 
moss gathering.

Aug. 12 opt—Most d a n ­ 
gerous bird in the world, according 
to curators of Chicago's Field m u ­ 
seum, was the m esem briornis. E a t­ 
ing anim als, lizards and big snakes, 
it roam ed South A m erica ll m illion 
years ago w hen there were no c a r­ 
nivorous anim als on th a t continent. 
Fossil rem ains of this “terror bird" 
were found in A rgentina and non- 
Leon L. Pray, taxiderm ist, has com ­ 
pleted a restoration.
